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Comments 


A  comparison  of  the  summaries  just 
enumerated  with  the  statistics  from  last 
year  shows  that  the  progress  made  in  over- 
coming the  apparent  shortage  of  pharma- 
cists has  not  been  significant.  There  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of 
pharmacists  in  good  standing  on  the  Board 
Roster  over  last  year  of  forty-three.  The 
increase  of  those  in  pharmaceutical  pursuits 
in  the  State  Avas  thirteen.  However,  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  engaged  in  retail  phar- 
macy was  twenty-four.  This  difference  be- 
ing accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  was 
a  decrease  in  the  number  engaged  in  such 
other  pursuits  as  field  representatives  for 
manufacturers  and  wholesalers,  hospital 
pharmacies,  etc. 

Information  regarding  perspective  candi- 
dates for  license  at  the  University  and  from 
other  sources  is  such  that  no  marked  im- 
provement of  available  pharmacists  within 
the  next  few  years  can  be  predicted. 

There  has  been  an  improvement  in  the 
average  age  of  the  pharmacists,  in  that, 
44.6%  of  the  total  number  on  the  active  list 
are  over  fifty  years  of  age,  as  compared 
with  48.4%  last  year.  Further,  of  those 
actively  engaged  in  pharmaceutical  pur- 
suits, 43.5%  are  over  fifty  years  of  age.  In 
spite  of  these  improvements,  pharmacy  may 
still  be  considered  an  "old  man." 

What  is  believed  to  be  of  considerable  in- 
terest to  the  pharmacists  of  the  State  is  the 
number  and  classification  of  pharmacies  or 
drug  stores  registered.  As  of  April  18th, 
there  were  876  drug  stores  or  pharmacies 
registered.  Of  this  number,  860  are  classi- 
fied as  retail  drug  stores.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  14  over  the  preceding  year.  What 
is  of  special  interest  is  that  the  number  of 
so  called  "one  man"  drug  stores  has  de- 
creased by  one.  Compared  with  this,  the 
number  of  stores  serviced  by  two  pharma- 
cists has  increased  by  twenty-one,  and  the 
number  serviced  by  three  has  increased  by 
four  stores.  The  number  of  stores  serviced 
by  permitted  physicians  has  declined  by 
seven  during  the  past  year.  Although  the 
progress  represented  by  these  figures  is 
small,  it  is  nevertheless  progress.  It  is  felt 
that  the  fact  that  there  has  been  an  increase 
in  the  number  of   stores  being   serviced  by 


two  or  more  pharmacists,  as  well  as  a  very 
minor  decrease  in  the  number  serviced  by 
one  pharmacist,  is  an  indication  of  the  atti- 
tude of  the  pharmacists  and  owners  of  what 
a  desirable  situation  is  with  regard  to  li- 
censed personnel.  It  is  expected  that  more 
and  more  of  the  stores  now  being  serviced 
by  only  one  pharmacist  will  employ  addi- 
tional pharmacists  as  they  become  available. 

Prescriptions 
Based  upon  the  reports  made  by  544 
stores  on  their  applications  for  the  annual 
renewal  of  their  drug  store  permits,  these 
figures  being  projected  to  the  876  stores 
registered,  it  was  found  that  there  had  been 
no  change  in  the  number  of  prescriptions 
filled  in  the  State  during  the  past  year,  this 
number  being  12,900,000.  In  this  connec- 
tion, the  Board  would  like  to  extend  its 
thanks  to  those  who  cooperated  in  supplying 
the  information  which  made  this  tabulation 
possible.  To  those  who  did  not  furnish  the 
information,  it  is  earnestly  requested  that 
they  do  so  next  year.  You  may  be  sure  that 
this  information  will  be  held  in  strict  con- 
fidence. 

Conclusions 
Comparing  the  statistics  for  North  Caro- 
lina with  those  furnished  by  the  National 
Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  for 
other  states,  North  Carolina  still  occupies 
the  unenviable  position  of  having  the  small- 
est number  of  pharmacists  based  upon  pop- 
ulation of  any  state  in  the  Union.  As  has 
been  said  before,  no  appreciable  improve- 
ment has  been  noted  in  this  respect  in  the 
past  year.  The  School  of  Pharmacy  is 
aware  of  our  predicament  and  is  doing 
everything  possible  to  relieve  it  with  the  in- 
adequate facilities  available.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  University  administration  has 
committed  itself  for  a  marked  improvement 
of  its  facilities  to  teach  pharmacy  in  the 
next  biennium.  It  behooves  every  pharma- 
cist in  the  State  to  assist  the  University  in 
any  way  possible  in  securing  the  necessary 
funds  for  this  purpose. 

Beal  Membership  Prize 
Miss    Doris    Gilliam    of    Sanford,    N.    C, 
made  the  highest  average  of  all  candidates 
taking  the  examination  during  the  calendar 
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year  of  1949,  with  an  average  of  92%.  She 
is,  therefore,  recommended  for  the  prize  of 
one  year 's  membership  with  the  North  Caro- 
lina   Pharmaceutical   Association. 

Minimum  Standards  for  the  Evaluation 
of  Practical  Experience 

At  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  Board  re- 
ported on  the  limited  experience  gained 
since  the  Minimum  Standards  for  the  Evalu- 
ation of  Practical  Experience  was  adopted 
January  1,  1949.  Considerably  more  ex- 
perience has  been  gained  since  that  time 
with  the  administration  of  the  Minimum 
Standards.  Both  the  Board  and  the  candi- 
dates for  license  have  become  familiar  with 
the  requirements  and  less  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  fulfilling  these  requirements. 
It  is  felt,  however,  that  these  Standards 
have  not  been  sufficiently  publicized  to  the 
pharmacists  supervising  the  practical  ex- 
perience. In  order  that  they  might  better 
understand  these  requirements,  we  are  again 
presenting  them  herewith. 

Minimum    Standards    for    Evaluating 
Practical  Experience 

(As  revised  and  approved  by  the  National  Associ- 
ation of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  on  August  26,  1947, 
and  recommended  and  adopted  by  the  North  Car- 
olina Board  of  Pharmacy  to  become  effective  Jan- 
uary 1,   1949.) 

1.  The  term  "year"  as  used  to  designate 
the  quantitative  standard  for  practical  ex- 
perience shall  mean  fifty-two  average  work 
weeks  of  apprenticeship  training  acquired 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist. 

2.  The  pharmacy  owner  or  registered  phar- 
macists supervising  the  practical  experience 
of  an  applicant  for  registration  must  notify 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy  whenever  an  appli- 
cant for  registration  begins  employment 
under  their  supervision  and  whenever  an 
applicant  leaves   their  employ. 

3.  Persons  working  under  the  supervision 
of  registered  pharmacists  and  expecting  to 
qualify  for  the  registered  pharmacist  exam- 
ination must  notify  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy of  the  beginning  and  end  of  their 
employment  under  the  supervision  of  a 
registered  pharmacist  within  five  days  of 
the  beginning  or  ending  of  such  employ- 
ment. 


4.  Boards  of  Pharmacy  shall  not  allow 
credit  for  claims  of  practical  experience 
required  under  the  pharmacy  laws  unless 
such  claims  can  be  corroborated  by  records 
on  file  in  the  Board  office  showing  the  be- 
ginning and  ending  of  the  practical  ex- 
perience claimed  as  supplied  by  the  appli- 
cant during  his  training  period  and  by  the 
pharmacist  who  supervised  the  practical  ex- 
perience   during    the    training   period. 

5.  Practical  experience  shall  be  credited 
only  when  it  has  been  obtained  in  a  phar- 
macy acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
for  that  purpose. 

6.  The  term  ' '  supervision ' '  as  used  in 
connection  with  the  practical  experience  re- 
quirement shall  mean  that  in  the  pharmacy 
where  practical  experience  is  being  obtained 
a  registered  pharmacist  supervising  practi- 
cal experience  shall  be  in  personal  contact 
with  and  actually  giving  instruction  to  the 
person  obtaining  practical  experience  dur- 
ing  the    entire    period    of    such    experience. 

7.  A  pharmacy  acceptable  to  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  as  a  proper  place  to  obtain  prac- 
tical experience  shall  conform  to  the  best 
traditions  of  pharmacy  in  the  State.  It 
shall  have  available  all  necessary  equip- 
ment for  professional  service,  necessary  ref- 
erence works,  in  addition  to  the  official 
standards,  and  current  professional  journals, 
and  shall  meet  the  following  minimum  stand- 
ards : 

(a)  It  must  be  a  pharmacy  operating 
under  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Phar- 
macy in  states  where  annual  permits  are 
required.  In  states  where  there  is  no 
permit  law,  the  pharmacy  must  be  op- 
erated at  all  times  under  the  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmacist  and  must  have 
signified  its  willingness  to  train  ap- 
prentices or  to  employ  persons  desiring  to 
obtain  practical  experience  in  accordance 
with  the  state  pharmacy  laws. 

(b)  A  pharmacy  acceptable  to  the 
Board  for  practical  experience  must  have 
a  clear  record  with  respect  to  the  observ- 
ance of  Federal,  State  and  municipal  laws, 
and  ordinances  governing  any  phase  of 
activity  in  which  it  is  engaged. 

(c)  The  pharmacy  owner  and  the  reg- 
istered pharmacists  supervising  the  practi- 
cal experience  of  applicants  for  registra-

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that  the  establishments  be  operated  as  soda  shops. 
Where  the  recommendations  have  been  followed, 
satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained.  It  has 
been  found  that  in  most  cases,  although  the  gross 
volume  of  business  has  been  slightly  less,  the  net 
profits  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  owners 
due  to  the  relief  from  the  heavy  overhead  ex- 
penses   of    operating    the    prescription    department. 

In  spite  of  the  improvements  that  have  been 
noted,  there  remains  one  outstanding  condition 
which  is  disturbing,  and  that  is  the  unwarranted 
confidence  placed  in  unlicensed  personnel  by  the 
pharmacist  in  charge.  It  has  been  noted  for 
sometime  that  some  of  the  pharmacist's  owners 
or  managers  have  allowed  themselves  to  become 
overly  confident,  either  by  choice  or  convenience 
to  serve  his  own  ends,  in  allowing  unlicensed 
personnel  to  render  prescription  and  pharma- 
ceutical service  without  the  immediate  supervision 
of  a  pharmacist.  Many  have  stated  that  they 
personally  consider  the  unlicensed  clerk  in  ques- 
tion as  capable  as  a  licensed  pharmacist.  It 
appears  that  these  pharmacists  have  completely 
lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  legal  authority  to 
decide  the  qualifications  of  an  individual  to 
practice  pharmacy  is  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy,  and  that  no  one  persoii  has  the 
authority  to  decide  on  these  qualifications.  Cer- 
tainly more  attention  needs  to  be  directed  in  this 
area   of  the  law   Enforcement   Program. 

Based  upon  my  four  years  of  inspection  work 
and  observing  closely  the  operation  of  drug  stores, 
I  am  unable  to  satisfactorily  answer  the  question 
why  we  should  have  any  deliberate  and  continued 
pharmacy  law  violations.  It  is  my  firm  conviction 
that  the  public  health  and  safety  demands  that 
our  pharmacy  laws  be  revised  and  greatly 
strengthened  with  emphasis  being  placed  tipon 
impressive  fines  for  violations.  The  public  is  in 
the  habit  of  placing  the  utmost  confidence  in  the 
personnel  of  prescription  departments,  because 
they  believe  they  are  protected  by  law  in  so  far 
as  the  personnel  is  concerned.  This  statement 
is  substantiated  as  a  result  of  a  number  of  in- 
vestigations which  were  necessary  in  regard  to 
violations  in  which  individuals  were  interviewed. 
It  is  recommended  that  some  means  be  found 
whereby  this  confidence  shall  not  be  betrayed.

disciplinary  Action 

Following  the  policy  established  several 
years  ago,  the  Board  has  permitted  certain 
individuals  who  are  alleged  to  have  violated 
the  Pharmacy  Law  to  appear  before  the 
Board  to  show  cause  why  they  should  not  be 
prosecuted  or  their  license  withheld  and/or 
revoked.  During  the  year  the  Board  has 
held  ten  hearings,  as  a  result  of  charges  pre- 
ferred against  pharmacists  alleging  the  use 
of  alcoholic  beverages  or  narcotic  or  hyp- 
notic drugs.     Based  upon  facts  established  at 


these  hearings,  the  licenses  of  two  pharma- 
cists were  revoked  for  indulgence  in  intox- 
icating beverages  to  an  extent  that  would 
render  them  unfit  to  practice  pharmacy. 
Two  pharmacists  were  placed  on  probation 
when  it  was  established  that  alleged  nar- 
cotic addiction  had  been  cured.  The  li- 
censes of  three  pharmacists  were  renewed 
on  probation  as  a  result  of  previous  intoxi- 
cation. The  licenses  of  three  pharmacists 
are  currently  being  withheld,  due  to  the  us,e 
of  intoxicating  beverages  to  an  extent  that 
renders  them  unfit  to  practice  pharmacy. 

It  should  again  be  observed  that  the  Board 
views  with  grave  concern  the  activities  of 
its  licentiates  which  result  in  the  impair- 
ment of  their  mental  facilities  in  such  a 
fashion  as  to  render  them  a  menace  to  the 
public  health.  The  Board  will  continue  to 
exercise  its  legal  authority  in  this  direction 
for  the  protection  of  the  public. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Survey 
At  the  February  meeting,  our  new  mem- 
ber, Mr.  Robert  N.  Watson  of  Sanford, 
suggested  that  the  Board  undertake  to  de- 
termine the  attitude  of  the  pharmacists  in 
the  State  regarding  many  phases  of  the 
profession.  Under  his  direction  and  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  other  members  of 
the  Board,  a  Survey  Questionnaire  was  de- 
vised and  forwarded  to  every  pharmacist 
residing  in  the  State.  As  of  the  date  of 
this  report,  slightly  more  than  five-hundred 
questionnaires  have  been  returned.  Those 
have  been  tabulated  and  a  report  will  be 
given  on  the  results  of  this  Survey  later  in 
the  program.  It  is  requested  that  those 
who  have  not  yet  filled  out  this  question- 
naire do  so  and  return  to  the  office  of  the 
Board. 

As  has  been  intimated  before,  there  exists 
a  need  for  the  revision  and  clarification  of 
our  Pharmacy  Law.  The  Board  expects  to 
undertake  the  project  of  initiating  these 
changes,  and  the  Survey  will  prove  a  valu- 
able guide  in  this  connection.  Work  is  al- 
ready in  progress  to  draw  up  a  new  Phar- 
macy Act.  When  this  has  been  completed, 
the  suggested  Act  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
legislative  committee  of  your  Association 
for  approval.
